His classmate

1952, Mary Nell Davis Butler, 
probably summed it up best 
when she paraphrased Lin- 
coln's Gettysburg address and 
said "It's not what we say here 
tonight but the reason we are 
here that counts." 


Of Kay's early experiments 


with cookery, Miss Holman 
reported the time Kay put three 
cups of sugar in a cake recipe 
before he learned what "%s" 
meant. (He went ahead and 
made a pudding instead—a 
point that was recalled later by 
a 
former 
Rice 
Institute 


roommate, who said he'd 
wondered why they always had 
pudding when it was Kay's 
night to cook.) 


MISS HOLMAN also recalled 
Kay's availability for any good 
cause, as demonstrated by his 
volunteering to appear in such 
costumes 
as long-handled 


underwear dyed appropriately 
for patriotic tableaux. 


Mrs. Butler said she was 


hard-pressed to come up with 
stories 
about 
mischievous 


pranks from Kay -during high 
school, but she recounted in 
glowing detail a time when CHS 


Bandmaster H. C. (Hub) Hill 
was stopped from castigating 
the band for a sour note by 
Kay's admitting courageously 
"Mr. Hill, Sir, I must tell you: it 
wasn't I." ("It wasn't," fellow 
clarinetist Mrs. Butler finally 
admitted, "and we knew it") 


In the ''chapter" about 


Sunday School days, Kay's 
former Sunday School teacher 
C. G. (Shorty) Winn admitted 
"We Baptists were disappointed 


Kay didn't go to Baylor" and 
said he had a suspicion that Kay 
wanted to join the church at 
about age seven because "You 
all do such good things down 
there" (during the Lord's 
Supper). "Kay always was a 
good eater," Winn explained. 


"Kay was always a quiet 


boy," 
Winn continued; "He 


could make silent noise." And, 
when he was a long-legged 17, 
Winn said "Kay coulcl sit in a 


chair and kick the shins of 
everyone within eight or ten 
feet." 


CLOSING ON A SERIOUS 


NOTE, Winn attributed Kay's 
endurance of the horrors of 
prisoner of war camp to his 
Christian training and family. 
"We are all grateful to you," he 
told Russell, "for your example

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Conflicts Are Created as Jews of Different Cultures Try To Live Together in Modern Israel 


TEL AVIV (AP) - Kochavi 
Shemesh is a Jew who calls 
himself a Black Panther. 


He has been in jail eight 


times 
for 
demonstrating 


against what he and many oth- 
ers claim is discrimination 
against "Oriental" Jews in Is- 
rael. 


"Oh, there are never cases of 


restaurants or hotels refusing 
to serve Orientals. It is not that 
kind of discrimination" says 
Shemesh. 


Few Israelis pay any atten- 


tion to the color of another's 


skin, schools are not segregat- 
ed, and Premier Golda Meir ar- 
gues that 
charges 
of dis- 


crimination are "nonsense." 


But hot-headed young Pan- 


thers and conservative older 
citizens from countries such as 
Iraq, Yemen or Morocco con- 
tend that Jews of Western-de- 
scent run the country, monopo- 
lize the good jobs and dominate 
the armed forces. Easterners 
or Orientals, live in over- 
crowded conditions, get less 
education end do the poorly 
paid work. 


New immigrants from the So- 


viet Union, settling in Israel at 
the rate of 3,000 a month, are 
assigned apartments as soon as 
they step off the plane, while 
thousands of poor families who 
came 20 years ago are still con- 
fined to slum housing. Most of 
those poor are Orientals. 


"If this is not discrimination 


from the very top, then I do not 
know what discrimination is," 
says Shalom Cohen, a member 
of parliament. 


Most Israelis, however, see 


the problem as deprivation 


rather 
than deliberate dis- 


crimination. But they are dis- 
turbed that after a quarter of a 
century — Israel celebrated its 
25th anniversary May 7 — the 
problem remains unsolved. 


Older Israelis of Western ori- 


gin worry that the rush toward 
materialism and a changing 
life style are eroding the origi- 
nal Zionist vision of building — 
through dedicated work — an 
ideal Socialist state. 


Eastern Jews, who never 


shared the Zionist vision, are 
more concerned with getting 


their share of status and pros- 
perity. 


In Israel, Jews of Western 


descent 
are 
called 
"Ask- 


kenazi," while Eastern, or Ori- 
ental Jews are called "Sephar- 
dim." 


Oriental Jews began pouring 


into the country from North Af- 
rica and the Middle East after 
1948, some of them thinking the 
immigrant airplanes were the 
eagle wings of the Bible taking 
them to the Promised Land. 
Many were uneducated and un- 
skilled—some had to be taught 


how to sit on a chair — and 
fitting 
into the new state 


proved more difficult than any- 
one imagined. 


Modern Israel was conceived 


and built by Western Jews, but 
the Sephardis now make up 
about 65 per cent of the popu- 
lation. 


The majority, with many 


mouths to feed have become in- 
eligible for good jobs in an ad- 
vanced society, because they 
were unable to pull themselves 
up by their bootstraps. 


Ovadia Sadik, for example, 


was a railway worker in Bag- 
hdad before moving to Israel 23 
years ago. Since then Sadik — 
that isn't his real name, which 
he prefers not to disclose — has 
been workings as a garbage- 
man, living in a hut he built 
himself in Tel Aviv's Hatikva 
— hope — slum district. 


The Sadiks 
have 
applied 


many times for better housing 
or for neighborhood improve- 
ments, but "the Asnkenazis get 
everything and the government 
ignores us," he maintains. 


The Sadiks are an extreme 


case. Still an estimated 60,000 
Israeli families live in poverty, 
and almost all are Orientals. 
Orientals earn, per 
capita, 


about 60 per cent of the nation- 
al average $1,800 a year. In 
1970 the per capita income in 
the United States was about $4,- 
200 a year. 


When they come up against 


high school examinations many 
"realize they are not up to 
scratch — there is a terrific 
psychological shock" and they 
quit, some drifting into crime 
or prostitution."

Skylab Astronauts To Monitor Earth's Resources 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla, (AP) 


— Astronauts will piay their 
first role as monitors of earth's 
natural resources when they 
board the Skylab space station. 


They will use a $37 million 


array of six photosensors to 
evaluate actual and potential 
resources over a wide area of 
the globe. 


A dozen countries have asked 


the astronauts to employ the 
sensors to scan 
farmlands, 


mountain ranges, river basins 
and watersheds in search of ev- 
erything from minerals to crop 
disease. 


The Skylab is scheduled to be 


launched 
May 14, with the 


three-man crew joining It the 
following day. 
"The Skylab earth resources 
experiments offer an almost 
unlimited potential for near 
term benefits affecting man 
here on earth," reported astro- 
naut Paul J. Weitz. He is the 
sensor expert on the Skylab 1 
crew. 


"During the five months the 


station will be manned by three 
crews, it will fly over 75 per 
cent of the earth's surface, in- 
cluding the entire United States 
except Alaska," Weitz said. 
"With this excellent view, data 


can be obtained applicable to 
mankind's most pressing prob- 
lems, such as weather, food 
production, pollution, flooding, 
erosion and the depletion of 
natural resources." 


Weitz emphasized the sensors 


are experimental, designed to 
determine which instruments 
can best be used by man in 
space and which can be oper- 
ated on unmanned satellites. 


"But," he said, "they could 


lead to a science in such things 
as mapping snow cover and as- 
sessing water runoff potentials; 
mapping air and water pollu- 
tion and their sources; assess-

I New Lebanese-Guerrilla Cease-fire Breaks down I 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - 


Explosions rocked banks and a 
restaurant in four different 
areas of Beirut today, cannon 
and artillery fire rumbled inter- 
mittently and the Lebanese 
army warned guerrillas it will 
retaliate "intensively and 
violently" to cease-fire viola- 
tions. 


An official communique said 


guerrilla rockets and mortars 
were hitting army positions and 
residential areas in acts of 
"pure sabotage." 


The army said 13 soldiers 


had been killed, 65 wounded 
and six were missing since hos- 
tilities erupted Monday night. 


Guerrilla casualties were not 


immediately known. 


The government continued 


censorship on news dispatches. 


The new explosions, which 


came in an area previously 
unaffected by the week-long 
fighting, destroyed the Develop- 
rrfent Bank on Hamra Street, 
Beirut's equivalent of Fifth Av- 
enue, the G. Trad Bank on the 
Damascus Highway and the 
Lebanese Commerce Bank in 


the Shiyah suburb. 


The fourth explosion blew up 


a restaurant between the plush 
St. George and Phoenica hotels 
next to the British Bank of the 
Middle East. 


The army said its positions at 


the radar station, Beirut air- 
port, the army combat school 
and the army officers' housing 
compound were being fired on 
by mortars and rockets. 


Outside Beirut, 
the army 


said, in the Bekaa Valley, 
"army groups are still under 
intensive shelling by armed 


men." 


"As for the south," the an- 


nouncement said, 
"following 


the rocket and heavy mortar 
attack on the army Tyre garri- 
son and the ambush of a mili- 
tary convoy on the Tyre-Sidon 
highway, eight soldiers were 
killed."

A senior army official said a 


joint cease-fire commission was 
making "desperate efforts" to 
stop the shelling. 


Guerrilla attacks today also 


were reported against a num- 
ber of army installations and 
villages in southeast Lebanon.
